Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fail to teach or suggest that according to Rietveld analysis the Li site occupancy rate for 
Li sites in a crystal of the lithium nickel composite oxide is 98% or greater and the 
difference between the specific surface area of the active material before and after a 
washing process is 1 .07 m'^2/g or less. Applicant submitted a declaration filed on 
3/15/10 to show unexpected results to over come the prior art.
